Mr Levett-Yeata ia one of the most 
ingenious of the rivals of Messrs Stanley 

eyman and Conan Doylo, the revivera of 
hiatorical romance, and like theas he turns 
tw the wars of the League and the reign of 
Henri IV, for the environment of his nar- 
rativo of incident and adventure. Tho 
reader will meet in the bock before us 
many of the old friends whom he has met 
in the Memoirs of a Minister of Franed or 
in the stirring story of Gaston de Foix,- 
and will rejoice to find Henry of Navarra, 
Sully, Biron, Pimental and the reat in tho 
midst of circumstances not. Iisa exciting 
and combats no less fierce than those which 
held fis attention riveted in Mr Woyinan's 
books, As in those volumes, ve have here 
an abundance of those desperate fights in 
passages'und on staircases, episodes.on the 
batclefeld, “courageous detiances, duols, 
dicinga and deaths that form the stock-in 
trade of romanoors of the clodk and aword 
school of fiction.
